Opponents argued 
In vain that if the poll-tax is to be 
outlawed it should be done by con- 
stitutional amendment.

VETERAN JUDGE WOULD BE AN 
IDEAL CHOICE FOR SUPREME COURT 


When President Xrumail chooses a successor to the 
late Justice Frank Murphy of the Supreme Court, he could 
do worse than to name a judge. 


We seem to have departed widely from the old idea 
that an appeals court should be composed of a group of 
qualified judges. For some years now, distinguished prac- 
ticing jurists have been largely ignored,in filling high 
court vacancies. 


Of the present eight justices only three had actual 
training on the bench before their Supreme Court appoint- 
m e n t s . 


Chief Justice Fred Vinson served six years on a fed- 
~eral appeals court. Justice Wiley Rutledge had four years 
of similar service and a long record of legal scholarship. 
Justice Hugo Black served 18 months as a police judge. 


To be sure, the picture is not quite that dark from the

program gives farmers a minimum 
return for some major crops and 
prevents their prices from dropping 
badly. 
The billions we're spending 
on foreign aid are keeping great 
groups of American workers on the 
job turning out the goods. 


The Bad Side 
Drops in the business thermometer 
have occurred in several phases of 
our life.

1. It is computed from the date 
the insurance was purchased to the 
policy's 1948 anniversary date. 


2. It cannot be left on deposit with 
VA at interest (although a veteran 
can endorse his check to VA as ad- 
vance payment of NSLI premiums 
and this will draw 3r; interest). 


3. It is payable to former, as well 
as present, NSLI policy holders. 


4. It must bo applied for. (In the 
future dividends can be expected to 
be paid automatically on an annual 
basis and may be left with VA at 
interest also automatically.) 


5. Benificiaries or heirs of deceased 
veterans are eligible to collect the 
deceased's dividends, regardless of 
whether the policy was in force at 
the time the veteran died. But they 
need not apply for it. It is to be 
paid to them automatically.
